In the third race May Beach turned the 
tables on Onr Gertie in a sarprieing way With 
practically the same weight up, the Rogers’ 
filly had beaten May Beach easily Saturday at 
Hawtho'-ue in 1 :12t, but in this race May Beach 
won ( ff by herself in 1:131. Such reversals of 
form are bonnd to happen among horses of 
^i^^rly eQoal speed and there seems to be no 
of preventing them If there could be, rac- 
ing would lose its ‘giorions nncertaipty.” The 
judg-8 questioned Jenkins, who rode Our 
Gertie, but they gained no knowledge from 
him.

They were to wait on May Beach to 
the stretch and then come on. The boy said he

Beauch.mp lodo him, and, getting 
away well, was never bothered, winnii g as he 
pleased by a length and a half from Wig and 
baian 

Ou. of the second and fifth races came very 
close ttoishoB. The Bondman, cleverly ridden 
by Beauchamp, won ihe second by a nose from 
Jim McC eevy, and Le only bsai B.o*n Dick a 
short head fo> see >na plsc«. As tl e race was 
mu Jim McC eevy wa« far the best, ana ridden 
by a Capable jockey be could nut have lost. As 
it was Master Stewart got shat off several 



times and as a last resort he palled out and 
went aionnd the entire field. 

It was jockey Jess Everett and Decoy that 
came home with the parse in the fifth race. 
This was at five and one-half farlongs, and 
eleven two year-olds made np the field, and ap- 
parently all of these were well backed. Everett 
bad some bad luck with Decoy early in the race, 
bat be got straightened ont all right eaongb 
before the stretch was reached and when 
headed for home he was a length in the lead. 
The colt is cone too stoat-hearted and all 
through the final furlong be wanted to stop, 
but Everett kept at work on him and by clever 
hand riding and coaxing be eucci^eded in land- 
ing him a wiricer by a nose from Clara Wooley, 

The last race went to Harry Tbobuin. who, 
cocsideriug his last race, should have beeu a 
well backed choice. He was, to a modertte ex- 
tent, but at that closed at 12 to 1 He got away 
s<^cond aud always br'ing within strikiug dis- 
tance he par-sed Flora Louise, the odds-on 
favorite, and Garland Barr in the stretch and 
at the finish wai going away. 

It was reported that Louis Ezell claimed 
Florizar out of the last race at Hawthorne, 
Saturday. This is not true. Flor zar still he- 
lot gs to Mr, S;oggau and the latter says, the 
rumor that $2,500 or any such sum had ever 
been offered for Florizar is also a “pipe story.”

The Coney Island Jockey Clnb confidently an- 
ticipates that its autumn meeting, which opens 
at Sheapshead Bay track on next Saturday and 
runs to September 9, will ba one of the greatest 
in its history. The boom in racing is becoming 
BO pronounced that the management has wisely 
decided to go with the times, and the rasnlt is 
the best endowed program presented in many 
years. Purses have been increastd in a fair 
ratio to the growing prosperity of racing pro- 
moters, and the minimnm offered for the com- 
ing meeting ie $850. For some of the handicaps 
as mneb as $1,800 is added, and the result is ex- 
pected to be generous patronage from owners 
and followers of the turf, 

Sbonld this broad-minded policy prove as 
snccessfnl as anticipated at the Bay, it will 
probably bs accepted as a healthy precedent 
by tbe associations farther down th i fall sched- 
nle, and horsemen who fail to taka advantage 
of sneh opportunities to fill their com bins for 
the winter will find few sympatbizers when tbe 
annaat November growl abont extra days makes 
its appearance. 

All other events except those leading up to it 
in the natnre of trials will, of coorse, be over- 
shadowed by the historic Futnrity, to be ran as 
tbe foorih race at Bbeepsbead Bay ou Batnr- 
day.

“SWEEPS” IN AUSTRAIIA. 

The Austral-an race lottery, in which Mr 
Stoddart, captain of tbe Englith crxketers. 
won £I,3C0 the other day, is one of tbe most ex- 
traordinaty gambling schemes in tbe world 
It is best known as “Tattersall’s sweeps,’ 
and has been in existence for many years at tbe 
antipodes. Tbe breath of scandal has never 
toDched it aud the “drawings” for tbe bigger 
events are supervised by a cemmittee of lead- 
ing c tizens and pressmen of the city in which 
it is at tbe time located. 

George Adams, the organizer, maker it a busi- 
ness to get np sweeps on all the chi<-f Anstra 
lian races, and, owing to the strong support be 
receives, is enabled to give prizes that even 
singly would be taken as modest fortunes by 
most people. It has been estimated that dur- 
ing a twelvemonth £1 500,000 of tbe public 
money passes through Adams’ hands. 

Take the Melbourne Cap, for instance. On 
this race tbe big sweep is 100,000 subscribers at 
£1 each, and the prize fur drawing tbe horse 
that wius the Cup is £30,000. Tbe bolder of tbe 
second h rs'e ticket nceives £7,500 and £2,500 
goes to the third horse ticket. In addition 
some thousands of pounds are distribnied 
amorg those who get horses, whether they 
start in tbe race or not, and there are hnndreda 
of cash prizes, ranging from £100 to the modest 
“fiver” each. On this race there will be other 
sweeps at prices to salt the most bumble con- 
tribmors — two consolations, as they are termed, 
of 50,000 at half a sovereign each, and one of 
100,000 at five ehillings each. 

All throngh the year racing is going on in 
Anstralia, where the horse is ioolized, and nearly 
every week there is a sweep. As mentioned 
previonsly, no donbt has ever been cast on the 
hunesty of tbe organizer, who deducts 10 per 
cent from all winnings so as to recoup himself 
for bis expenditnre and exertion. He employs 
as many clerks as a largo bank, spends tbon- 
sands aannally in advertiaing, ana now bolds in 
bis possession nearly a quarter of a million 
ponnds worth of unclaimed prizes. Legisla- 
tion has time after time been pat into 
force to wipe out “Tattersall’s,” bat with- 
out success. Tbe New Sonth Wales govern- 
ment, by act of parliament, drove Adame 
from Sydney, and he without delay settled in 
Brisbane. After twelve months location there 
tbe Qneansland parliamrnt did tbe same thingr 
and Hobart was tbe next site removed to and 
where the sweeps are merrily eondncled now, 
under the patronage in peiaon of the prominent 
citizens. The Australian postal laws compel 
that all letters containing valne mast be regis- 
tered, and it has bjen slated that Tattersall’s 
brings £10,000 per annum in revenue to the 
coffers of the colony were its offices are. — Lon- 
don Mail.
